The trade returns for December, 1908, when compared with 
those for the corresponding month of 1907, show increases in 
the values of the Imports into the United Kingdom and of the 
Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise, and a decrease in the 
values of the Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in December, 1908, was 56,832,9827., 
an increase of 840,501/., or 1:5 per cent., as compared with 
December, 1907, whilst the total Exports amounted to 37,583,1021., 
a decrease of 1,873,606/. The Exports of Produce and Manufac- 
tures of the United Kingdom show a decrease of 3,340,160/., or 
10°2. per cent., as compared with December, 1907, whilst there-is 
an increase of 1,466,554/., or 21°8 per cent., in the Exports of 
Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
December, 1908, amounted to 3,268,365 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,449,084 tons, as against 3,456,321 tons entered, and 
4,584,892 tons cleared during December, 1907.

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| BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 
Bushire.—The British Vice-Consul at Bushire (Mr. H. G. Chick) 


writes :-— 

‘“‘ A review of the trade of Bushire and the province of Fars for 
the fiscal year ended 21st March, 1908, as shown in statistical 
returns and in the general state of commerce, presents rather an 
anomalous state of affairs. Despite a considerable increase in 
the total volume of trade, the conditions of business generally, 
owing to the various external influences affecting its welfare, both 
locally and in the interior, have gone from bad to worse, in com- 
parison with 1906-7. 

“Such influences may be summed up under three heads :—-(i) 
The disturbances in Shiraz and at places lying along the great 
caravan route, which continued intermittently throughout the year 
to the detriment of trade; (ii) unrest in the Bushire district and 
increase of smuggling to the prejudice of legitimate trade; (iii) 
over-speculation on the part of petty Persian traders and an accu- 
mulation of stocks for which there has been no demand. ‘To these 
must be added a great scarcity of cash and paper at various periods 
in the year, and the failure of several traders in Shiraz and Bushire 
to meet their liabilities. 

“The effect of these harmful conditions is likely to make itself 
felt seriously in both the import and export trade at Bushire for 
the next year or two. . 

Credit system.—“ It is difficult to make any precise statement as 
to the actual operation of the credit system, on which nearly all 
business is transacted, in comparison with its working in former 
years. ‘The usual trade custom of the place has been for shipping 
documents to be handed over by the consignee agents to the 
indentor on his acceptance of bills drawn at 90 days after sight in 
the case of piece-goods, 45 days’ sight in the case of sugar, and 
shorter periods for other articles. This does not prevent business 
being occasionally done on a basis of cash against documents, or 
bills being settled before maturity; but the general tendency 
resulting from the hard times and bad markets of the last year or 
two has been for bills to be seldom fully met on due date nowadays. 
The same tendency to delay payment may be observed in the draw- 
ing of native drafts on Shiraz at 35 days after date to allow of the 
goods reaching the port and possibly finding a sale before maturity 
of the draft. Generally speaking, in the past it has been possible 
to do a good import business through approved agents who are 
able on the spot to gauge their clients’ capital and respectability, 
the handsome profits realised in the annual turnover compensating 
for bad debts, but in some cases it would seem as if credits had 
been too largely given. The smaller Persian merchant starts 
business, more often than not, on a very small capital of his own, 
and in order to keep himself going is frequently obliged to dispose 
of goods ordered out on credit even at a loss so that he may be 
enabled to make further indents. On these small traders, more 
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than on the greater merchants, falls the burthen of getting in the 
proceeds of the sales to retail dealers, shop-people and buyers in 
the villages, and in times such a3 the present in this part of 
Persia a large number of them have unfortunately contrived to 
extend their indents beyond the value of their assets with the 
simple object of obtaining funds to tide them over a difficult time. 
The increasing number of claims for which the British importing 
merchant is compelled to resort to official interference frequently 
brings out glaring examples of this. In such circumstances a move 
was made in the right direction when, at the end of the year under 
review, one or two large arms of importers decided to accept no 
more orders until their outstandings had been considerably reduced. 
This policy, however, has its disadvantages, for under any very 
severe pressure a large number of petty Persian traders would be 
unable to meet their liabilities, and at the same time a reputation 
for severity on the part of a firm would seriously affect the volume 
of business put into their hands. 

‘The import business is largely in the hands of firms which 
specialise in the trade and have agents on the spot fully alive to 
the exigencies of the situation, and they are no doubt exercising 
caution at present in their deaiings. For those who prefer direct 
dealings with the small Persian trader it is generally possible to 
obtain a fair idea of a man’s respectability on application to the 
Bank of Persia or to one of the British firms.” 





COURT OF ARBITRATION. 


The first application for the constitution of a Court of Arbitration 
under the scheme outlined in the recently issued memorandum by 
the President of the Board of Trade, was received from the 
Board of Conciliation and Arbitration for the Boot and Shoe Trade 
of Northampton, representing both employers and operatives. The 
matter in dispute has reference to the preparation of a Quantities 
Statement for Clickers. 

The following gentlemen were appointed from the various 
panels to form the Court, viz: Sir Alfred Bateman, K.C.M.G. 
(Chairman), Sir Albert Spicer, Bart., M.P., and Mr. D. J. Shackleton, 
M.P. The Court was assisted by two technical assessors and sat at 
the Town Hall at Northampton on the 6th January. 
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REVOCATION OF PATENTS FOR NON-WORKING. 


On the 4th January the Comptroller-General of the Patents, 
Designs and Trade Marks Office gave his second decision under 
section 27 of the Patents and Designs Act, 1907. It dealt with 
an application by William’ T. Thomson and James Knox for the 
revocation of Patent, No. 26,519 of 1896. 

The prime object of the invention protected by the patent is 
stated in the complete specification to be to produce a lockstitch 
sewing machine capable of operating at a very high speed with 
smoothness, ease, and but little noise, upon either thick or thin 
work. The machines, at present made in accordance with the 
invention, will operate up to 4,000 stitches a minute. The inven- 
tion consists of a number of improvements, and special construc- 
tions of parts of the machine designed to attain this result. 

The machine as imported is wholly manufactured in the United 
States, but before it is sold in this country a few parts are taken 
out and in their place others are substituted which are manufac- 
tured here, and are made stronger, or of a particular design, 
having regard to the purposes to which it is known the machines 
will be put by those who purchase them. The substituted parts, 
however, are very few in number, as compared with the other 
patented parts of the machine. Accessories not the subject of the 
patent are manufactured in this country, and sold in certain cases 
with the machine. The machine is not patented in Germany, and 
the applicants for the revocation of the patent are alleged in the 
declaration of the Managing Director of the Company who own 
the patent to be, or to be about to become, agents for certain large 
manufacturing firms in Germany and elsewhere on the Continent 
for whom they desire to sell sewing machines which are made by 
such firms in accordance with the patent, and which if at present 
sold in the United Kingdom would be an infringement of the 
patent. : 

In his decision the Comptroller said that the first question 
which he had to decide was whether the patented article was 
manufactured to an adequate extent in the United Kingdom. For 
the purposes of this question the accessories to the machine, which 
are alleged to be manufactured in this country, must, he thought, 
be disregarded ; for it was not suggested that any of them formed 
part of the invention protected by the patent. 

The words “‘ to an adequate extent ” were taken from paragraph 
11 of the First Section of Article 1 of the German Patent Law of 
the 7th of April, 1891, which provides that patents can be revoked 
at the end of three years from the date of the official grant if the 
owner neglects to put the invention into practice within the realm 
to an adequate extent, or, at any rate, to do everything that is 
necessary to ensure such carrying out of the invention. 

These provisions had, from time to time, formed the subject of 
important decisions of the Supreme Court of the German Empire, 
and these decisions, although they might not be binding on our 
English Courts, were undoubtedly worthy of careful consideration, 
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and could not, in his opinion, be lightly disregarded by him in the 
absence of decisions of the English Courts to the contrary. In the 
light of these German decisions, he came to the conclusion that as 
the essential features of the patented article were not manufactured 
in the United Kingdom to such an extent as to satisfy substantially 
the demand here, but were imported from the United States, the 
patented article was not manufactured to an adequate extent in the 
United Kingdom. : 

It seemed to him impossible to contend that the public demand 
in this country for the patented article was substantially met by 
the manufacture here of a comparatively small number of substi- 
tuted parts, which were mere modifications, made to suit the taste 
-and convenience of certain purchasers, for which there would be 
no demand except for the purpose of using them as parts of the 
entire machine. 

The question that next arose was whether the patentees had 
given satisfactory reasons why the’ patented article was not 
manufactured to an adequate extent in the United Kingdom. 
The company did not themselves manufacture the machines 
imported from the United States, but employed for the purpose a 
firm there, in whom they had every confidence, who had manv- 
factured sewing machines for them for over 40 years, and whom 
they considered the best tool manufacturers in the world. The 
Comptroller said that it was easy to understand that they had 
found it more convenient to continue to employ this firm, on 
whom they felt they could rely, for such refined work as theirs, 
than to employ a manufacturer in this country to do it for them, 
or to set up factories here themselves for the purpose. But their 
own convenience was obviously of itself no satisfactory reason 
within the meaning of the section for not manufacturing the 
patented article in the United Kingdom. An attempt had been 
made to show that it was impossible to make the machine in this 
country. It was very natural that the patentees and their 
employees should, in perfect good faith, believe that their machine 
was a better one than any one else could produce, and that the 
American firm which had done their work well for 40 years were 
the best tool manufacturers in the world. But it was manifest 
that opinions of this kind must be received with considerable 
hesitation, having regard to the high class machinery turned out 
in this country and on the Continent; and that even if they could 
be substantiated, they would not, of themselves, afford a satisfactory 
reason for not manufacturing in the United Kingdom. For 
assuming them to be correct, they did not explain why the 
patentees had not taken steps to import into this country the 
requisite tools and skilled labour for the manufacture of the 
machine. If he were to accept opinions of this kind as a satisfac- 
torv reason for failing to manufacture in this country, he doubted 
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whether any American patent for machinery of precision could be 
revoked on the application of a German applicant ; or any German 
patent for similar machinery on the application of an American 
applicant, although, as a matter of fact, the machinery might in 
both cases very well be manufactured in any one of the three 
countries, if the patentee were not in possession of the monopoly 
of manufacture. 

The patent was dated the 24th November, 1896, and had there- 
fore rather less than two years more to run in the ordinary course. 
According to the evidence.of the Managing Director of the 
Company, it would be between five and ten years from the present 
time before the Company could bein a position to make completely 
the machine in this country, even if they were to determine 
to do so. On the other hand, it appeared from the evidence of 
Mr. Knox that a German firm were able to put a similar 
machine on the market in six months from the time when 
they started to make it. If the Company’s evidence was correct, 
no useful object would apparently be gained if he were 
to make an Order revoking the patent after a reasonable interval 
specified in the Order. On the other hand, if Mr. Knox’s evidence 
was correct, it was possible that if he revoked the patent forth- 
with the patented article might be manufactured in this country 
before the time when, if no order of revocation were issued, the 
patent would expire. Apart from this consideration he did not 
think that he should hesitate, except in very exceptional circum- 
stances, to revoke a patent forthwith, when a case for revocation 
has been made out, and the patentee had prior to the application 
taken no steps whatever to comply with the requirements of 
Section 27. The power to defer the revocation for a reasonable 
interval was, as he took it, given to the Comptroller for the pro- 
tection of patentees who of their own accord had taken substantial 
preliminary steps, e.g., by the purchase of sites and the erection of 
factories, to comply with the requirements of the Act; but had not 
had sufficient time to complete their works and actually manufac- 
ture the patent article before an application was made to revoke their 
patent. Here it appeared that the patentees had taken no steps 
whatever with a view to meeting the requirements of the section, 
although more than sixteen months had elapsed since the pass- 
ing of the Act. He therefore ordered, subject to an appeal to. 
the Court, that the patent be revoked forthwith, and that the 
patentees pay to the applicants in respect of the costs of their 
application the sum of forty guineas. 
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‘BILL TO REGULATE THE SALE OF MEDICINES, &c., 
IN ITALY. 

H.M. Embassy at Rome reports that a Bill to govern the profes- 
sion of chemist and to regulate the working of pharmacies 
was introduced in the Italian Chamber of Deputies on the 
26th November by the Prime Minister (who is also Minister 
of the Interior). ‘lhe only part of the Bill that may, apparently, 
affect foreign trade in medicines is Article 19, which strictly 
forbids any but chemists to sell or dispense drugs prepared in 
doses and in forms (prescriptions) for medicine (medicinali a dose e 
orma di medicamento). ‘These can be sold only in the pharmacy 
itself. In this category are included also “ medical preparations 
and medicinal specialities placed on the market in a made-up con- 
dition and in accordance with a formula previously laid down b 
the producer.” Such preparations ‘must bear on the label 
attached to each receptacle the precise denomination of the com- 
ponent parts with an indication of the doses, and the denomination 
must be that which is usual in medical practice, excluding chemical 
formule.” It is also forbidden to sell such preparations when by 
labels or advertisements other attributes are given to them than 
those which they really possess, or if they bear special chemical 
indications which do not correspond to their real composition. 

The Bill, says H.M. Embassy, meets with much opposition, and 
if it passes at all it will only do so in a considerably modified 
form. 





PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 
BRITISH EAST AFRICA PROTECTORATE.

The Bill provides that the importer of any goods on the landing 
thereof from the importing ship shall make perfect entry of the 
same by delivery to the proper officer of Customs a bill of entry in 
prescribed form. All bills of entry for goods in transit only are to 
have across the face of them in red ink the words “in transit.” 

Invoices are not necessary in the case of goods brought into any 
port of the Protectorate from wrecked or stranded ships. 

A bill of entry, in prescribed form, is also to be delivered in the 
case of goods exported, and goods found not to correspond with the 
bill of entry may be detained. 

Certain sections (Nos. 7, 8, 10 and 14) of the Regulations of 
1899 relating to the declaration of imports, production of invoices, 
illegibly marked goods and warehouse warrants are repealed.

For example, statements 
claiming that Schnapps is a specific in gout, rheumatism, kidney 
complaints, dropsy, colic, debility and exhausted vital energy, are 
extravagant and misleading. At most, all that should be claimed is, 
that, owing to the method of preparation, Schnapps is an aromatic 
alcoholic beverage, having antispasmodic and diuretic properties. 

The Order states that present markings may be accepted to 1st 
May next, after which date all misleading and extravagant state- 
ments or claims must be eliminated from labels, wrappers, &c.

BURMA.

RUSSIA, 
The British Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey) reports that 
the combination of iron rolling mills which 
Price of Bar Iron. forms the syndicate for the sale of sheet-iron and 
beams (trpoganemr) have arranged to include 
bar iron in their operations. All the large mills in the Donetz 
basin have joined, and they will be able to dictate terms, since 
probably some arrangement with the Polish and Ural mills will 
be possible. The price of bar iron had fallen to 90 kopecks per 
poud (5s. 11d. per cwt.), payment four or six months with 4 per 
cent. for cash, but the syndicate is expected to raise the price to 
R. 1:20 (7s. 11d. per cwt.) plus the usual addition for dimension 
and quality, and will probably shorten the credit to 30 days. The 
only foreign goods likely to benefit by the change are German and 
Austrian ploughs, of which the British Vice-Consul estimates that 
350,000/. worth are imported annually.

JAPAN: 

H.M. Consul-General at Kobe (Mr. H. A. C. Bonar), writing with 
Mitsu-Bishi regard to the Mitsu-Bishi Shipbuilding Yard at 
Shipbuildin Kobe, at which the Mitsu Bishi floating dock 
“on a cae was built, says that the Yard, which lies to the 
‘north of Wada Point Lighthouse, at the 

western extremity of Kobe, has an area of 200,000 square yards 
and a sea front of 1,850 yards. Inside a strong breakwater 1,000 
feet in length is a camber covering 30,000 square yards. The 
yard contains 47 buildings covering an area of 14,140 square yards 
and including factories for turning out engines, boilers, electrical 
machinery, &c. ‘The machinery and _ tools employed are of 
European and American manufacture, Steam turbines, and 
electric generators (Parsons type), dynamos, cranes, pumps, &c., are 
manufactured. The yard is capable of building ships of 10,000 tons.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and last year, in order to attain more fully 
the purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered on this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
K.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in “that Journal. ‘Che annual subscription to the 
Journal, including ‘postage, is 15s. 2d. 

‘The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and _ its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

NotE.—Apart from the special Register, the Branch is always 
ready, as far as possible, to answer enquiries on specific questions 
in the interest of British trade.

Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of Canada and Queensland have established, 
in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basing- 
hall Street, special offices for dealing with trade matters (see below). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.
